ANNOUNCERS  In  a couple  of  days  we'll  be  celebrating  the  fourth  of 
* July.  We  have  been  urged  every  year  to  observe  a safe  and  sane  fourth? 

to  be  careful  while  driving  our  cars  and  to  take  all  precautions  with 

fireworks.  Heeding  these  admonitions  is  only  the  necessary  protection 
% we  must  provide  for  ourselves  and  others.  But  there  is  another  danger

some  of  us  may  overlook.  If  you  spend  your  holiday  in  a forest  or 
V wooded  country^  be  extremely  careful  with  fire  of  any  kind.  Otherwise j, 

^ you  may  start  a conflagration  what  will  destroy  valuable  timber  and 
property  --  perhaps^,  even  human  lives.  Fireworks  are  usually 
prohibited  within  the  National  Forests,  and  this  same  precaution  should 
^ be  observed  in  every  other  wooded  section  where  there  is  danger  of  fire. 
There fore^j  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  asks  that  everyone  be  careful  with 
campfires^  cigarettes  and  match© Sj.  and  at  this  tirae_^,  especially,  with 
^ flreworksc.  If  you  wish  to  have  forest  land  to  go  to  for  your  holidays 
next  year^,  you  must  guard  against  destroying  it  nowo 

Now  to  the  Pine  Gone  Hanger  Station.  The  little  village 
of  Winding  Creek  where  the  station  is  located^  is  celebrating  the 
Fourth  with  a big  parade  smd'  all  the  trimmings o Ranger  Jim  Robbins 
and  his  assistant  ,.  Jerry  Quick,,  have  been  giving  much  time  and  energy 
^ to  htxp  the  local  community  insure  the  success  of  the  occasion.  So 
we're  Jumping  ahead  a little  to  take  in  the  celebration  in  Winding 
Creek.
